George I. Lytle, owner of "Golden 
Acres" ranch of twenty acres of lem­ 
ons, navel and Valencia oranges on east 
Puente street, has this week sold this 
property for a consideration in trade 
and cash, of $50,000, the purchaser be­ 
ing J. E. Ashton of Perris. 


This is the largest realty deal in this 
locality in many months, and the con 
sideration received shows the 
firmness 
of the local^ land values. The twenty 
acres are divided into 15 acres of lem 
ons, 
three acres of navels and two, of 
valencins. For a number of years, since 
Mr. Lytle began improving this prop­ 
erty, 'It has been known as probably 
the bost-producing ranch in the valley 
of its kind. 
The price indicates that 
this is a fact. 
Mr. Lytlo has several 
times taken $9000 worth of fruit in a 
year from this twenty acres,* this being 
practically net, with the exception of 
picking and packing charges.

Filibuster in a ,wor<l which comes to 
us from the Spanish Main. It denoted 
a particular kind of small craft that 
preyed upon the commerce of the world, 
small pirates, in fact. 


In the nomenclature of American leg­ 
islation the word is applied to a group 
of members in congress who essay to 
talk a bill of proposed legislation to 
death—that is, to so occupy the time 
of debate continuously on the, floor at 
the end of a session that the bill will 
be laid over until. the next session. 
This is allowed through a ruling of long 
standing thf^t the American congress is 
entitled to unlimited debate on any 
.subject unless it is specifically stipu­ 
lated by agreement when the debate be­ 
gins that it shall be limited to a cer­ 
tain amount of time. 
The filibuster 
takes advantage of the clause allowing 
unlimited debate, and gives no oppor­ 
tunity for the bill to come to a vote. 


This is what happened last Saturday 
and Sunday in the halls of congress, 
participated in by a few who belong to 
that most august body of law-makcrB 
and makers of momentous history. A 
disgruntled disturber by the name of 
Ltt Follette, from Michigan, soured by 
repeated rebuffs from the people and 
from his own party, rebuffs that were 
made necessary because of his conscien­ 
celess egotism, announced that ho would 
take the floor and talk to death the bill 
giving the president authority to arm 
American merchant ships. La Follette 
appeared and was about to launch into 
a filibuster that would have 
lasted 
throughout the day and night, but the 
proponents of the bill maintained the 
floor, pocketing La Follette, but caus­ 
ing no change in the fact that the bill 
eould'noi bo balloted upon as long us 
the Wisconsin man stood ready to rise 
at the first opportunity. Supporting him 
in this filibuster were elovon other sen­ 
ators, arrayed' against the cntiro sen-1 
uto, Republicans and Democrats, who 
wished to give the presidont power to 
act at this grave time of peril. 


Congress has adjourned, and has fail­ 
ed to give protection to merchant ships, 
or to pass the army appropriation bill. 
After all that this nation has suffered 
in the last three years it seems incred­ 
ible that..any man in congress could 
have the temerity and the cowardly 
malice to defeat 
legislation on tho 
. strength pt an obsolete and totally un- 
America^ parliamentary rule. 


Tho president may find a way to arm 
merchant' ships without tho authority 
of congress. 
The Republicans and 
Democrats in tho senate who stood 
ready to vote lor this bill havo signed 
a statement upholding tho president in 
his desire for this power, and it may 
bo done us a measure of national exi­ 
gency. 
But tho question of dofeating 
or passing this particular bill, serious

Formerly, it was 
looked upon as one of those amusing 
and somewhat disgusting bits of horse­ 
play that the august solons pull off at 
times. 
But it suddenly developed in­ 
to a national peril. It must be killed 
quickly.

will 
stand for all kinds of inexpert, unintel­ 
ligent and crooked politics, but when a 
man who once asked for the nomination 
to the presidency 
commits an act 
against the country as effective as an 
act of treason,,tho people will cause 
his days to be spent quietly in the dis­ 
card when his term shall expire. Some­ 
thing similar should be said of Senator 
Works of California, who supported the 
Wisconsin man in this filibuster, but it 
is not necessary, as he is to be effec­ 
tually and completely returned to pri­ 
vate life within a short time now. Wait­ 
ing for Senator Works' term to expire 
has been a weary time, but the people 
have been fairly patjent, and they aro 
to be rewarded by his early entrance 
into oblivion.

ADDS WODERN PLANT TO CITRUS iUSTRY 


ORGANIZATION INCORPORATED LAST FALL 18 NOW ROLLING 
SELECTED FRUIT THROUGH GRADERS—EQUIPMENT COST $20,000 
—BUILDING AND OTHER CONTRACTING DONE BY CO VINA FIRMS, 
AND MACHINERY COMES FROM 
RIVERSIDE—SOME 
OF THE 
LARGEST RANCHES IN THE VALLEY ARE IN NEW CONCERN. 


Oranges have been rolling through 
the grader* the past ten days at the 
new packing house built on Assusa avc- 
nno between Covina and Irwindale for 
the Azusa Orange Company, a coopera­ 
tive group of ranchers* who market 
fruit through the A, C. Q. Exchange, a 
part of the California Fruit Growers 
Exchange. The new building and equip 
ment are the most modern that can be 
had, costing about $20,000. 


The building has a capacity of three 
cars each day, or over 2000 bonces. Dur­ 
ing the present navel season, and espec­ 
ially during the fair weather, the new 
house is putting out two cars a day, 
expecting this summer, during the Val­ 
encia season, to run to capacity. The*| 
first week it was opened the house 
packed ten cars. 


The largest contributor to the amount 
of fruit is the Fitzgerald & Barry ranch 
•of 80 acres, and the' next in size are the 
holdings of W. C. Hendricks, 70 acres, 
The Breorly Investment Company packs 
the fruit from 40 acres here, and R. E, 
Smith, 35; A. Hummel, 15 acres. Some 
of the finest fruit in the San Gabriel 
valley has been gathered into this group 
to pack under the Stag and Pointer 
brands, an A. C, G. copyrighted label 
known to every buyer in tho east since 
tho beginning of the Exchange market­ 
ing. 
There is now only one Exchange 


% in the valley that has the right of 
packing under tho Stag and Pointer 
brand. The Olendora Citrus Associa­ 
tion uses the brand when a special order 
demanding 
that 
brand 
is 
received. 
Otherwise the fruit in Azusa and from 
this house has exclusive use of tho old 
trado name.

* *For a number of years the business of 
making it easier and simpler to pack 
oranges and lemons has been In rapid 
progress, and nearly all tho invention 
and genius of tho work haB como from 
firms in RlVersido. 
So rapid has been 
tho advanco in machinery it has been 
necessary in some cases for houses that 
were oquippod very recently to pull out 
machinery and install tho newest in­ 
ventions, believing it to be good econ­ 
omy to scrap tho old in favor of tho 
nowor inventions. 


a In this houso tho equipment is thoro- 
tforo tho last to bo said about citrus 
packing machinery. M. H. Gosjln, man- 
ogor of tho house, who for many years 
has boon connocted with tho orange in­ 
dustry in Azusa, is thoroughlySsatisflod 
with the manner in which tho machin­ 
ery takes care of the business. 
The 
oranges begin rolling, on an eloctrlcally- 
driven carrier the moment they are 
taken off the rancher's wagon, at tho 
unloading door. 
Tho* carrier is install­ 
ed on tho outside of the houso, and car- 


' xios tho fruit into tho basoment, whero 
it is trucked away to bo stackod and 
coolod, and afterwards, is started up to 
tho packors abovo on another automatic 


carrier. 
The amount of fruit that i* 
wanted by the packers I* regulated by 
a bell that is a signal for the man be­ 
low to stop and start the carrier. The 
taxes 
of fruit are automatically damp­ 


ed, 
and the empty boxes turn backward 
and jproceed down a belt to be piled 
ready for taking out into the orchards. 
A system of packing the empty boxes 
on a large truck that holds a wagon- 
load of empties has been devised in 
order to save a few minutes of time in 
loading the ranchers' wagons with field 
boxes. 


The fruit rolls into a tank of water 
charged with washing powder, and,then 
through a series of brushes to, an oscil­ 
lating table, where they roll over a re­ 
volving towel that takes all the surplus 
water-drip from them. They are then 
thoroughly clean from dust and orchard 
scale, anil keep on going to the big dry­ 
ing machines. The fruit goes over car­ 
rying rolls about eight feet wide, and] 
as it mounts the rolls it receives at 
warm blast from three fans that are 
fed 
:with a hot current of air from a 
furnace in the- basement. 
Five more 
fans are passed under that are blowing 
cold air on the fruit, and by this time 
the fruit is thoroughly dry and clean. 
It goes from this place to the sorters 
and graders, rolling under the eyes of 
experienced 
1 men and women, and pass­ 
es on to the girls who wrap each orange 
in tlssuo paper and pack it in the regu­ 
lation compartment boxes. 
These box­ 
es proceed on automatic rolls to the 
men who nail the .tops and strap tho 
boxes, and they are then trucked into 
the refrigerator cars, ready for transit, 


Tho furnace that supplies the hot air 
for tho drying machines also warms the 
water for washing. Boxes are made in 
the basemont, and the basemont is also 
used for the storing of box-shook and 
for the cooling of the fruit brought 
from the field. • 
, 


COVINA CONTRACTORS. 


A very comfortable office has been 
built at the front, and also a room for. 
the girts, where they can rest and pro- 
pare hot drinks over electric, apparatus.' 
AH the wiring in Jthb building is ort^ 
closed in iron tubing, which means a 
great deal in negotiating with inBur 
: 


anco organizations. 
Managor Goslin 
said that the company has been compli- 
monted many times over the arrange^ 
ment of electric wiring. 
This is tho 
work of R. B. Winder, electrical con­ 
tractor of Covina, who also installed 
electric heating and small electric cook­ 
ing .platos. 


• The house was designed by a Covina 
architect, F. R, Greenloaf, who Is also 
architect for several other modern pack­ 
ing houses, including tho Covina Orango 
Growers Association. 
A. W. Feist of 
Covina was the contractor. The build­ 
ing has what is known as a saw-tooth 
roof, whioh admits light indirectly and 
freely, and tho Interior is whitewashed 
to givo lighting refraction. Tho plumb­ 
ing was done by Loo McBride of Co­ 
vina, and the masonry work by E. H, 
Walters, also a Covina contractor. 
A 
feature of the work that should be 
adopted by other houses Is that tho ap­ 
proach to tho house, 
and tho area

At 
least three parts of the complaints one 
hears about hens running their nests 
are because they were not ready to sit 
just when they were wanted by some 
person in a hurry. 
Impatience is a~ 
very, strong feature of this part of »the 
world; 
people 
simply 
can't 
wait a 
moment—event 
for a hen* who after all 
must know her business better than- her 
owner. 
Impatience is, on the whole, a 
very costly failing. 
I know it must 
cost some good folks a pile of money, 
and peoplo who should know better 


too. 


There is another thing about your 
broody hen. I have heard a man say, 


'' I didn't get the eggs when I expected, 
and the hen had been sitting quite a 
while, so I turned her,off." 
How long 
do'you suppose a good hen 6f a sitting 
breed WILL'sitf 
I can't say what the 
record is, but a hen of mine once hatch­ 
ed three lots of chickens off, and that 
meant nine weeks of actual incubation. 
And she was none the worse. She was 


on- 
a dark, comfortable nest; she had 
plenty to eat and drink; she 
1 had a ^ob 
she liked, and I dare say she would have 
sat another nine weeks. That hen could 
do a lot of that sort of thing, why 
shouldn't she be allowed to enjoy her­

I remember another hen which 
had been missing for a long time, over 
a month anywhere, and when I found 
her she was doing her best to hatch 
a paving stone. 
You just give a hen 
half a chance and she will show you 
something.

Alighting from my train at midnight, 
I walked through the (rowded station 
and in a minnte was making my ^yay 
along a deserted street.

and I foresaw that I was in for a thor­ 
ough drenching unless 1 sought shelter 
at once.

Finally, armed with a 
length of piping I found in one of tho 
drawers of the washistand^ I threw my­ 
self .on the bed, clothes and nil, and was 
soon as sound asleep as if guarded by a 
regiment. 


My suspicions may hayc been ground­ 
less, but I am sure that I was, in the 
right place for a . robbery. 
Evidently 
the people decided that I was not worth! 

I was awakened in the morn­ 
ing by the moving trains in the yards 
near by, and in a minute was out of the 
place and on ray way to a more civilised 
part of the city. I learned from a 
French shopkeeper a few days later 
that in this very lodging-house two En­ 
glishmen had been gagged, robbed, and 
dumped into an alley for the rest of the 
night. 


Somehow or other, that night I fell a 
victim to an attack of influenza, but in 
spite of this I kept moving on, and 
presently succeeded in finding a clean 
and comfortable room at one franc a 
day on the fifth floor of a small hotel. 


To spend a few days alone in Paris 
while suffering from influenza is any­ 
thing but a cheerful prospect. I' went 
to a drug store and told one of tho 
clerks "my symptoms. He put up a pre­ 
scription, which I took conscientiously, 
at the same time exerting my will­ 
power not to let the " f l u " get sufficient 
hold on my Constitution to force mo to 
bed and make me a public charge of 
the municipal authorities. Each day I 
arose, hoping that my fever would sub­ 
side, and dragged myself about the city. 
On the Rue de Turbigo, in the vicinity 
of the Halles Centrales, I fainted and 
fell on the pavement. When I recover­ 
ed consciousness I was speeding at u 
rapid rate in an ambulance bound for 
tho municipal hospital. A glass of wa­ 
ter was being choken dowri my throat, 
and this speedily resuscitated me. Ac­ 
companied by one of the ambulanco at* 
tendants, I returned to my hotel. 


The average visitor to Paris places 
himself in the hands of a guide con­ 
nected with one of the largo hotels, and 
is thus relieved of all the routine and 
detail of .seeing the city. A guide is a 
luxury never meant for.a poor man. I

cally, 'and again I would 'simply drift. 
To drift is tho moreVinteresting. 
Down 
the Boulevard Magenta I found my way 
to the Halles Centrales, and wandered 
through the interesting pavilions, which 
cover twenty-two acres. I jostled along 
the narrow streets covered with hay, 
decayed vegetables, and other refuse, 
and mingled with tho natives. I little 
realized what was in store for me. 
A NIGHT IN A TOMB. 
Crossing the Seine I visited the Hotel 
des Invalides, under the dome of which 
repose the ashes of Napoleon I. Next 
I moved on. to the Pantheon, where I 
attached myself to a group of American 
tourists conducted by a Cook's guide. 
This 
harmless 
gathering, I 
thought, 
could not possibly lead me into any 
trouble.' 
I stood in their midst and 
listened to the mumbling speech of the 
guide as though I were a regular mem­ 
ber of the party and had paid my fee. 
We were next taken to the vaults, in 
which are located tho tombs of Victor 
Hugo, 
Mirabeau, 
RouBseau, 
Voltaire, 
and others. 
An attendant of the Pan­ 
theon went on in 'advance of our little 
procession and unlocked the heavy 
doors which led to the various tombs, 
and thp curious-looking crowd drew to­ 
gether while the guide waxed eloquent. 
When we surrounded the tomb of Vol­ 
taire I becamo so'engrossed by tho fact 
that I was in tho presence of the re- j 
mains of this master-mind of the past 
that I failed to leave with the party 
and remained behind for a, minute, ra­ 
ther stupefied. When I returned to my 
senses I found that the porter had lock­ 
ed the door of the vault, and I was in­ 
carcerated in the gruesome abode of a 
dead man! 
The Cook party had return­ 
ed to the main floor, and I was the sole 
living 
creature $4 tho crypt of the 
building. To add to the horrors of my 
situation the lights were turned off, for 
t was nearly nightfall. My prospects 
of immediate freedom were rapidly dim­ 
inishing,, and I decided to call out in 
the hope that I should attact the at­ 
tention of one of tho porters. I gave a 
shriek which sent shivers down my 
spine jand 'nearly frightened 
me , to 
death, for the echoes resounded in such 
confusion" from the walls of the nmnll 
vault that they sounded like a bedlam 
of brass drums turned loose.

ed my company. I know that I didn 
enjoy his! On previous occasions in my 
life I have, in trying circumstances, 
spent lengthy and wearisomo nights, 
but as I recall (thom they woro moro 
flashes of time compared to the long, 
ghostly hours I Blept with Voltairo. I t 
was about six o'clock in tho evening 
and I estimated that it would bo at 
least nine in the morning before anoth 
er party of travellers would be conduct 
ed into tho vaults of the Pantheon, 
made up my mind to spend most of thl 
time in sloop, if'such a thing were pos 
siblo, so I stretched out on tho cold 
pavement, alongside the tomb, closed 
my eyes, and tried to imagino that I 
was in a warm eouch. 
My mind, how- 
evet, stubbornly refused to transform 
the hard slab under me into a comfort­ 
able mattress, the corpse of Voltaire 
haunted my brain, and the stillness of 
tho place nearly drove me insane. About 
midnight I dozed off from pure mental 
exhaustion and spent the rest of tho*| 
night in the most gruesome and ghast­ 
ly dreams any man ever had. 


I awoke at six o 'clock, /rnly to spend 
three more hours in tho fearful prison 
cell. Shortly after nine I heard the 
clurnp of feet and chatter of voices, and 
I knew a group of tourists was ap­ 
proaching. My spirits were immediately 
transformed. In a rninuto the tourists 
stood before my tonib, 
Tho door was 
unlocked, and 1 rushed out like a'wild 
beast. 
The attendant stood speechless; 
the sightseers drew away in fright. 
I 
did not wait to ifivo nny explanation or 
receive any congratulations on obtain­ 
ing my freedom, but bounded down the. 
crypt to tho HtftirK, up to the main 
floor, and out of t'tiit Pantheon ii>to tho 
fresh air. Those iifto«>n hours 
with 
Voltaire seemed like a-.century, and I 
sauntered down (ho street feeling like 
a kind of Uip van Winkle.
